We think of geraniums as old-fashioned plants with trusses of red, pink, 
or white florets and attractive fuzzy green foliage. It was a revelation to 
me, and may be to you, to see the really surprising variety of geraniums 
(pelargoniums). These are not grown commercially as some are slow 
growers, others poor shippers, etc. But some have leaves as colorful as 
flowers, others have blooms resembling poinsettias, rosebuds, singles, dou- 
bles, Lady Washingtons.
